Several days ago I received a letter from Yuriy'! 
in which he asks me to ask Ukrainian circles in Paris to find his aunt who 
lives in France. I am sending you the portion of the letter which is 
pertinent to this with the hope that you will be able to do something pos- 
itive about it. 


I permit myself to give you some news concerning Yuriy SHUKHEVYCH 
and his Relatives. Yuriy was transferred in November 1955 from the 
Alexandrivsk prison (Irkutsk) to the Volodymyr prison (200 km from Moscow). 
13 April 1956, he was released after his affair was reviewed. It is for 
this reason that packages, which were sent to him via the International 
Red Cross, were returned. 

His mother, who was in the Potma Camp #6, was released in August 1955 
after she served out her sentence, i.e., after 10 years. She was sent to 
the Novosibirsk province in Siberia, the address which is noted in Yuriy's 
letter, and he immediately went to that address. Yuriy' s letter indicates 
that his mother may be able to return to the Ukraine; it is possible that 
they are already in Lvov. 


His sister, who disappeared in 1945 when she was three years old, was 
found and she has completed the 7th class in the Ukraine.
